been undoubtedly charged by .. the 
prisoner, It is more than probable 
that similar methods of swindling are 
more or less practised in almost 
every European house in Hongkong, 
The European housekeeper has not only 


to suffer a “squeezs” to the extent pro-- 


bably of about 50 per cent on the pur- 
chase of any article, but has'in addition 
to pay for nearly double. the weight or 
amount actually brought into his kitchen. 
It is satisfactory to observe that the 
Magistrate: visited the offender with a 
pretty severe punishment, and it is to be 
hoped that the case will serve as a warn: 
ing to his fellows, Such practices must 
be put a stop to or Europeans with 
limited salaries will find it utterly im.

Mission at 
this place to the capital of Kwoichow, was, 
though a quiet one, full of interest. They 
Jeft Wuchang January 2nd, and on the 9th 
strived at the important. city of Yohchow, 
at tho junction of the-Tyng-ting lake with 
the Yangisze.: At this place, "two years ago, 
Mr. Judd was placed in sérions poril by a 
mob which assailtod him in the palace of 
tho chief official, ‘This time, howover, they 
passed entirely’ through:tha city, aod haying 
rested the night on their. boat returned to 
it ‘next day without hindrance. Large 
crowds folluwed thom, and for hours after 
they went back to their boat on the second 
day, thoy were conatantly. visited’ by small 
boats, containing persons wanting to buy 
* books. :They. remarked that the small boats 
were chiufly rowed, by women. No copies 
of the ptuclamation concerning foreigners 
had beon posted ‘in Yohohow, and an officer 
to whom Mr Judd showed.a copy declared 
ingenuously that they dared not post them, 
fearing ths “*fiercenesa” of the paople. The 
people of Hunan. scom’ to. have an extra- 
ordinary dread of their own bravery, which 
in this instance at least was not shared by 
‘ the foreigners, as it seems Ukely that many 
knew of the proclamation und reapected it, 
though it had not been put up in their 
atresta. 
“Having crossed the lake they entered and 
passed up the Yuen-chiang and. here came 
- in view of aome pretty sconery ; the water 
of the river is clear, the banks are of red 
gtavel and rock, and the hills aro covered 
with bamboos and evergreens. For many 
nolles nearly all the Sshing-boote they pass- 
ed had cormorants. At one place they saw 
over a huudred of these together. They 
also saw fishing-boats about twenty-five feot 
long by twonty-aeven inches wide in the 
middie, © Krom ono sido was stretched a 
__ framework of bamboo strips, the longth of 
' & the boat, and tivo aad a half feet wide, and 
whitened on the upper surface, The ‘boats 
yo out by moonlight ;'the fishes sve the 
moonlight on.the white framowork, leap 
npon it and are caught. : 

‘At Liu Sia Tang they were shown, in the 
river bank, several holes scraped out from 
pix to ten inches deep, On applying a light 

to those a bright ‘blac flame burned somo 
minutes without smvll and ran along the 
ground, very like the burning of spirits of 
wine, j 

‘At Chang-teh Fu there were no proclama- 
tions, but they were very politely treated, o1 
one red button military ofticer, who anid he 
was formorly at Shanghai, shaking them 
both hands, and other officials insisting on 
going about with them to be pura that they 
were well treated, From this place the 
vegetation is atill more abundant and luzu- 
yiant. ‘They found one troe, an evergreen 
of very bard and fragrant. wood, to -bo 
thirty-feet in circuniferonce, 

Further on they came to a rocky bill aaid 
to have a cavern seven (4 in Jength within 
it, This ia cilled Tao-puon-ting, and ja 
thirty li beyond ‘I’do-yuen Haiev, Some 
ti beyond this they came to an extraordin- 
ary ‘rook called Ch'uen-shi. It is about 
three hundred feet high, of cond-like shipo,

THE TURKISH SULTAN, 
: Constantinople, March 13, 

Honourable mom bers from the other ride 
of Jordan, from the distant parts of Meso- 
potamia and'the vioinjty of Mount Ararat, 
linger on their long road to the capital, and 
consequently thé opening of Parliament 
has beon postponed until’ Monday next, 
when, according to present arrangements, 


the Sultan will receive the deputics in the | P 


great hall of Dolma Baghtché, will make 
them aspecch, and then send them acroas 
the Horn, to their work in their allotted 
quarters in the old Dar-ul-Founoum, which 
Likewise houses the Ministers of Commerce 
and of Public Works. ‘The Sultan visited 
these quarters on Sunday, and I chanced 
to be thoro at the same time, Be drove 
up yery quiotly in a carriage and pair, with 
Said Pasha in a brougham following. He 
had no military excort, and the straggling 
tail of servants on ragged ponies, which in 
the days of Abdul Aziz would have atretch- 
ed from ond to'end of the Karakeni bridge, 
was docked to a stump, Only four or five 
followors rode behind the Impurial carriage. 
Said Pasha showed his Majesty over the 
rooma, and seemed to be talking to him 
without any restraint, the Saltan keeping: 
up with him a lively converstion, asking” 
many questions, pointing out differont 
objects, and evidently. interested. in what 
ho was about. He stayed there the best 
part of an hour; hoe seemed to be in good 
spirits, his movements were brisk, and as 
to the deadly “ pallor” which the gay fancy 
of a‘secént writer dincovered in bis face, 
let it be.said that the Imporial complexion 
is that of an average Armenian, only 
somewhat clearer, “boing lens. decidedly 
olive in the shadows, ‘Tho faco is 
not handsome nor remarkable in anything 
except in its composure, The expression 
js soft and dovoid of atornnesa, and, -not- | 
withstanding. the difference of complexion 
Abdul Medjid was fair, with blae ayes — 
the general contour seen froma distanco 
calls to mind the.rather weak countenance 
of his father. From a closer point of view 
the likeness disappears, and the stronger 
character of Abdul Hamid’s face, especially 
in, the lower features, becomes ovident. 
Tho elaborate fantasia with variations on the 
theme of the Sultan’s insanity, performed 
by the Pera correspondent of the Times of 
March 3, closes with a melodramatic story 
about a conversation botwoen his Majeaty 
and-his stepmother on family matters, over 
which the Sultan became excited, and 
clapped his hand upon the “hilt of his 
sabre.” As the scone must have taken 
place in the harem, the correspondent ought 
to have explained that, although the Sultan 
wears no Weapons in public, except a dress 
aword onco a weak when ho goes to mosque, 
the Grand Turk always aroma himaelt to 
the teeth when he retires to his family 
apartments, The “sabre” in question 
was of conrse the sword of Othman, which 
it ia. well known every Caliph girds upon 
bis thigh when he goes.to, bed at night and 
takes off when, he’ leaves the ‘harem fn 
tho morning. ‘The letter is full of other 
misstatements and absurditics, Jt is quite 
true that the » influence of Mahmoud 
Damat, at the palace is unwholesome: in 
quality and. excessive in quantity ; but 
be has not the atuff in him to maintain it 
with Reuvif the Seraskior for hia sole ally ; 
it ia sensibly weaker than it was a mont 
ago. That the Sultan doen not receive his 
ministers is untrue; he not only receives 
tbem whenever they ask for an audience, 


‘| but be frequently invites them to converse 


with him of an evening. It is strange that 
a writer profedsedly so conversant with all 
the details of the inner life at the palace 
should bave omitted to mention the Sultan’s 
conduct towards Shefkot Effendi and his 
two. little sisters. These are the last 
children of Abdul Aziz, whose mother died 
three years ago, aud. who wore awopt away 
from the palace with the- rest of the con: 
tents of the fallen monarch’s harem when 
Murad was plaved on the throne. The 
Sultan has found them out, hae brought 
them back to the palace, and is having his 
littlé cousins brought up with his own 
children, of whom he has three. 

Ihe ‘Porte for the present demurs to the 
demands of the Montenegrins, not so much 
on account of the-extent of territory de- 
manded, but on account of the poculiar and 
specific character of the demands, which, 
aa interpreted by Ahmet Mouktar, have a 


strategic significance, and ‘are designed to 
give the motintainesrs the command of all 
the potthern part of the Hermegovina,. by. 
setting back the Ttirkish.line of defence to 
the Narenta. Tho Montenegrins continue 
to plead their sase as one of life or death.
